PROFILE TOON & HANNY KAMPS. 

We were born in 1946, in Noord Brabant, in the Netherlands and grew up in a village near Eindhoven; Hanny 
north & me south of the city. 

I commenced work at Philips as a 
toolmaker, at age 15, after 3 years of LTS school, 
and also enrolled at Philips Technical School. 

Hanny commenced her working life in an 
office, as a book-keeper, at age 16 and after 4 
years at MULO High School. 

We met each other at a dance party in 1965 
and after a 2 year romance were married in 1967. 

Shortly there-after, I had to join the Army, where I 
was a gun repairer for 18 months. I started at 
Philips again, in Eindhoven, as toolmaker- 
technician, which mainly involved fitting, testing 
and installing prototype-production machines in 
other Philips factories in Europe.

The fascinating world of mathematics (or, to many, the boring subject of mathematics), was highlighted last 
month when a French software engineer claimed a world record for calculating Pi, which has eluded mathematicians 
for millenia. Pi is the ratio of a circle’s circumference to its diameter, which starts at 3.14159.... 

An inexpensive desk-top computer was used - not a super computer as was used in previous attempts at 
world records- to calculate Pi to almost 2.7 TRILLION decimal places, about 123 BILLION digits more than the previ¬ 
ous record, set last August. Mons. Bellard took 131 days to complete his calculations -103 for the computation, 13 
for verification, 12 to convert the binary digits to a base of 10 (whatever that means), and three final days to check 
the conversion. Extracts of the 2,699,999,990,000 - digit outcome have been published. Pheww!! 

On a lighter note: an article in the press was headed: BIG BUMS GOOD FOR YOU, STUDY SHOWS. So, fret 
not all of you who consider your rear end to be a little on the large side!! Extra weight on your behind, big hips and 
solid thighs are good for you, according to British researchers. Carrying fat in these areas, rather than around the 
waist, has a range of health benefits and actively protects against diabetes and heart disease, experts at Oxford Uni¬ 
versity said.

6 s-HERTOGENBOSCH: 

's-Hertogenbosch, literally "The Duke's Forest", is a municipality in the Netherlands, 
and also the capital of the province of North Brabant. Population around 145,000. 

It is located in the south of the Netherlands, some 80 km south of Amsterdam. 

Coat of Arms The Dutch seldom say 's-Hertogenbosch but rather Den Bosch, which is traditional 
Dutch for "The Forest.” 


HISTORY: 

Shortly before 1200 AD, merchants and a little later artisans like blacksmiths, bakers and weavers established 
themselves in a place which is now known as The Market. This new settlement received an extensive town charter 
from Duke Henry I of Brabant (1190-1235) which is from the point of view of legal history very interesting. The 
new town grew very fast to more than 10.000 inhabitants circa 1300 AD. Captains took their ships up the Rhine up to 
Cologne to fetch wine, to the Baltic Sea to fish for herring, and to Liege to stock up on chalk, stone, weaponry and 
items made from yellow copper. The service area of the town extended towards almost the whole of the eastern part 
of what is nowadays North Brabant. 

GOLDEN AGE: 1475 - 1525: 

Between 1475 and 1525 ’s-Hertogenbosch experienced its Golden Age. During this time the Brabant Gothic Sint 
Jan’s Cathedral was completed. For the socially vulnerable classes a fine tuned safety net of social help and caritas 
existed, the so-called Houses of God. The city was divided into 9 neighbourhoods, each with their own chapel and 
organisation. In those days the painter Hieronymus Bosch (ca. 1450 - 1516) lived and worked here and whose 
works of art can be admired in museums worldwide. His best paintings were very well appreciated by the Habsburg 
rulers like Philip the Fair, Charles V and Philip II. The Illustrious Dear Lady Fraternity was a centre of culture, 
which was based from 1485 in the Swann Brothers House in the Hinthamerstreet. This still-existing religious 
brotherhood organised great banquets to which singers and musicians added lustre. 

BETWEEN MARS AND MERCURY: 1525 - 1795: 

From about 1525 periods of economic decline alternated with periods of stability 
and growth. The Dutch Rebellion which burst out with the violent iconoclasm of 
1566 led to a deep crisis. In 1579 the city government chose on the side of the 
Spanish king and for a renewed Catholicism. For religious, political and 
economical reasons thousands of the inhabitants of ‘s-Hertogenbosch fled their 
hometown and never returned. The country around the city where the people of‘s- 
Hertogenbosch owned many properties was completely destroyed. The medieval 
stone wall was replaced by earthen ramparts and well-developed fortifications. 

Mercenaries took over the important job of defence from the civil shooting clubs. 

The fortified city was considered to be practically unassailable, because the 
surrounding area was easily flooded. However, in 1629, after a siege by city 
holder Frederic Henry, ‘s-Hertogenbosch had to surrender to the States-General. 

During the Republic (1629 - 1794), city life was varied. Trade continued to be important, the garrison was 
prominently present and the city maintained itself rather well economically. Although the majority of the people 
continued to be Roman Catholic, religious diversity increased: aside from a large Dutch Reformed Congregation 
there were a Walloon Reformed Congregation, a Lutheran Church, and from the late 1600s a small Jewish 
community. 

PERIOD: 1795-1945: 

Emperor Napoleon visited ‘s-Hertogenbosch in 1810 and on this occasion he gave the Sint Jan’s 
Cathedral back to the Roman Catholics. During the following century they embellished the church 
inside and out with leaded glass windows from French studios and locally made neo-Gothic 
sculptures. In 1796 ‘s-Hertogenbosch became capital of the province of North Brabant. More than 
ever the city became a centre of government, of administration, of justice, of education and 
publishers. The market trade created a lot of entertainment. Annual floods were a main reason for 
the falling back of industrial development. Social differences were huge. 

A large class of the people lived in poor conditions. In 1882 the still-flourishing Oeteldonksche 
Club was founded. It aimed at ‘ennobling’ carnival, a popular festival that had already existed for 
centuries. It succeeded, in spite of a lot of opposition. Nowadays the carnival is still the most popular festival of the 
year. The dismantling of the fortifications from 1874 allowed for the first time in centuries the possibility for 
successful checking of the flooding and extension of the city. New city districts like Het Zand and De Muntel made it 
possible to halt dilapidation. The well-to-do meanwhile left for woody Vught, where many manors were built.

POST-WWII: 

f s-Hertogenbosch was founded as a fortified city and that heritage can still be seen 
today. After World War II, plans were made to modernise the old city, by filling in the 
canals, removing or modifying some ramparts and reconstructing historic 
neighbourhoods. Before these plans could come to effect however, the central 
government declared the city a protected townscape. Most historic elements have been 
preserved. Because the main ramparts are crucial in keeping out the water, they have 
never been slighted, their usual fate in The Netherlands. In contrast to cities like 
Rotterdam, 's-Hertogenbosch also survived the Second World War relatively 
unscathed. 

Today, there are always renovations going on in the city to preserve the many old 
buildings, fortifications, churches and statues for later generations. In 2004 the city 
was awarded the title European Fortress City of the year. It is planned to restore the 
city defences to much of their old glory in the coming years. VHertogenbosch also 
has the oldest remaining brick house in The Netherlands, “de Moriaan”, which was 
built at the beginning of the 13th century. In the north of the old city, the hexagonal 
powder arsenal, or “Kruithuis”, still exists, one of only two of its kind in the country. 

The Town hall is a 17th century building, erected in the typical style of Dutch 
classicism. Around the city itself many other fortresses can still be seen. Until recently 

In 1960 almost all artisan companies disappeared, being replaced by large- 
scale production. For the first time the structural unemployment of many 
was stopped. Self-consciously ’s-Hertogenbosch manifested itself on the 
stage of Brabant economy. The former municipalities of Bokhoven, Empel 
and Meerwijk and Engelen merged into the city of ’s-Hertogenbosch. 
Rosmalen and ’s-Hertogenbosch merged into a new city which kept the 
name ‘s-Hertogenbosch and so passed the 100.000 inhabitants mark. In 
spite of all the growth the historical character of the city centre was more or 
less kept intact. The city council aims in the coming years to enforce its 
cultural regional function, for example by restoring its historical 
fortifications, of which a lot still exist today. 

Since January 1st 1996 the City of ‘s-Hertogenbosch includes the city itself 
(which received a town charter around 1190) and some older church 
villages, of which Rosmalen is the largest. This area is known to have been 
inhabited in the Gallo-Roman Period by - amongst others - Batavians who dedicated a temple in Empel (a small town 
just North of ‘s-Hertogenbosch) to their favourite god Hercules Magusanus. As Roman auxiliaries they defended the 
frontiers of the Roman Empire against the obtrusive barbaric tribes.

CULTURE: 

's-Hertogenbosch is home to a variety of events such as the theatre festival 
Boulevard , Jazz in Duke town , the start of the Tour de France (1996), Tour 
Feminine (1997), the International Vocal Competition and the Ordina Open 
grass court tennis tournament (in the nearby town of Rosmalen). There are 
also over 350 restaurants, pubs and cafes to be found in the city. 


The city is proud of its convivial atmosphere and uniquely intimate 
character. Easy-going, ambitious and warm. That in a nutshell is 
's-Hertogenbosch. Well-known for its enchanting historical ambience, the 
majestic Sint. Jan's Cathedral and the ingenious Binnendieze canal system, 
the city effortlessly carries its past within the modern side of its character.

Wet Holland: 

In the memory of many of us a vision is printed of 
the many canals and soggy meadows, of windmills 
and glass houses, alternated with stretches of wheat 
or colourful linseed gently moving in the breeze. 
Those with ties in Holland, Utrecht and West 
Friesland will get quite emotional about these 
beloved and familiar surroundings. It has not always 
been like that and a lot of hard work preceded this 
idyllic landscape. 

A long way back in history, the French already 
accepted that God created the world except Holland, 
as that is the work of the Dutch themselves. 

The western part of our present Netherlands consists 
of two types of land, old and new. The new land are 
the many lakes and other stretches of water that 
have been drained over the years. Those who lived 
on a dry landmass in the early days, individually 
protected their holdings, by building dykes in order 
to secure their livelihood against flooding. The 
privilege to build a dam across the Amstel, given by 
Count Floris V towards the end of the 13 century to 
fishermen living there, started shaping Holland as 
the powerhouse of the future Netherlands. 

The reclamation of the many lakes, especially the 
big ones like the Beemster, the Schermer en 
Stammeer started in earnest when merchants from 
Amsterdam and the nearby cities of Alkmaar en 
Hoorn became interested to invest in land.

force the huge masses of water into the sea. Each 
investor bought a parcel of lake which still had to be 
drained, until that lake was sold. In this way enough 
capital was raised to start the reclamation process. 
Initially it was pure private enterprise that lakes 
were pumped out to create more acreage, the 
government was not involved. 

Impressive farmhouses were built by these well 
heeled investors on these newly created 
landholdings, bringing a good return as well as

being a holiday destination for their owners, who at 
times needed to escape from their hectic business 
life. It usually turned out that the new landowners 
rented out their property to farmers and when 
motivated, used it periodically during summertime 
for recreation. 

Isn't it amazing, at present we are doing the same 
thing, buying an apartment off the plan in a multi 
story development, even before building has started. 
Close to four hundred years ago, our forefathers had 
the same idea. Do we as humans really change so 
much over the years, apart from new technology? 

It has to come out eventually, someone will find out. 
Starnmeer was like the Schermer and other 'dried- 
out' lakes at the start, just another 'Polder'. 

Time however is moving on and a small part of 
Stammeer is now transformed in a nudist camp. Zon 
en Leven bought a parcel of'weiland' (meadows) in 
1967 and organized the planting of 40.000 young 
trees, in such a way, that the previous flat and open 



meadows are now transformed into an attractive 
playground, in between Amsterdam and Alkmaar. 
For a long time, the windmills were the essential 
tools to keep the water levels of these low laying 
areas to an acceptable standard. But especially in 
Holland (North and South) the water table was too 
high for agriculture and so the newly won grounds 
were turned into meadows and populated with cows, 
pigs and sheep. Out of this developed butter and 
cheese making, a whole range of milk products, 
meat and leather products, together with associated 
industries. 

Since the adaptation of the steam engine the control 
of the water table became more efficient and 
reliable, the windmills after all had to depend on 
wind strength and furthermore did not have the 
capacity of these powerful steam engines. Why then 
was the water table not lowered further, so more 
land could be adapted to agriculture. By lowering 
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Wet Holland 


the water table more than at present, it was found 
not only that the 'old land' was sinking but also that 
the top of the foundation poles under each building 
were being exposed to the air above the new water 
table with the result that they started to rot. This 
would cause the building to collapse or at best 
fracture the walls. 

In many places, the waterway is higher than the 
surrounding landscape. When travelling on a 

parallel 
road, one 
has to look 
upwards to 
watch a 
ship sailing 
past. 

A striking 
example is 
the 

'Noordzee 

Noordzee Kanaal kanaal' 

running in 

between Amsterdam and IJmuiden. There you see 
those big seagoing vessels slowly move way above 
the meadows alongside. 

In the early days, transportation of the various 
products, as well as normal traffic, has been a 
problem for many years, especially in the North of 
Holland. Though there were plenty of roads, canals 
and other waterways, moving from one place to the 
other was not always easy. Especially in autumn in 
the rainy season, the un-surfaced roads turned into 
muddy tracks, then during the following winter 
months, the waterways were frozen and no shipping 
possible. During the summer months and its peak 
traffic, long lines of ships were waiting to move 
through the many locks, which were controlling the 
water levels of the country. 

Double locks were installed throughout the whole 
infrastructure of the various canal and waterway 
systems in order to pump the water in stages from 
the lower level (sometimes 6 meters below sea 
level) finally into the sea. All commercial and 
pleasure boats have to pass the first lock into a 
holding area until as many vessels as possible have 
parked there. Then the entry lock is closed and the 
exit lock opened, thereby raising or lowering the 
water level in the holding area to the existing level 
for the next run to the following set of locks. At 
times tempers might rise as all boats assembled 
want to get through these locks as quickly as 
possible. Occasionally a fight broke out between the 
crews of ships who tried to out manoeuvre each 



other. Once again, nothing changed much with the 
human race over the years, we now live with road 
rage. Looks like the same thing to me, only different 
technology. 

To conclude this little chat about 'Hollands 
Polderland', I wish to share with you a poem I found 
in an exhibition of the Stedelijk Museum in 
Alkmaar and published in Polderland by J.Weebis 
(dr J.W.Wicherink):- 

REGEN 

Regen, regen, als maar regen, 

Heel de polder wordt weer plan; 

Op de akkers, op de wegen, 
is het even dras. 

Koeien klotsen door het gran, 

Hoestend, kunnen daar niet tegen. 

Rotten gaat het veldgewas, 

"t Is teveel van's hemels zegen. 

En geen wind haast om to malen; 

"t Boezemwater boven peil, 

Heel het land lijkt wel een kale, 

Vieze, natte, grote dweil.
